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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant is arguing in substance (a) references fail to disclose an image content identifier and (b) references fail to disclose 
automatically forwarding images. In regards to (a), Capps discloses identifying image data and comparing the identified data to data 
stored in a database [see 0053]. Applicant's assertions fail to explain why Capp's identified image data that is stored in a database is 
distinguished from the claimed image identifier (which is also being used as a comparison to a portion of an image). In regards to (b), 
automating steps that were previously done manually, such as automatically forwarding email messages, are obvious steps and only 
require routine skill in the art. Applicant fails to address this issue in his statements. Further, Lloyd-Jones discloses that the email 
application selects and emails certain images when appropriately tagged and does not rely on the user[0039] Based on the preceding 
remarks, the rejections are maintained and prosecution is closed. The Office will respond in-depth to applicant's arguments upon filing of 
a continuation or appeal brief. 
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
